Hit by Train 

Thos. Davidson, aged 21. residing at 
322 Center street, Wankegan, had a 
miraculous escape from death Thursday 
when the Pioneer Limited, the crock 
train on the St. Paul railroad, struck 
one of the Schultz Baking Co. wagon 
at Warrpnton. Davison who is employ- 
ed as a driver, was found in the wreck- 
»g<* of the wiigon nearly a half mile 
from the point where the accident hap 
pened. He whs picked up forjlead and 
it was some time later before the dis- 
covery was made that the spark of life, 
had not been extinguished. 

The Pioneer Limited train south 
bound, is due to pass through Warren- 
ton at 8:30 o'clock in the morning. The 
heavy snows in the north had caused it 
to he delayed several hours. No train 
was due to pass through at 1 o'clock 
and Davison who knew the train sched- 
ules was not looking for danger when 
he drove across the tracks in an easter- 
ly direction. 

The limited going CO miles an hour 
crashed into the wagon, tearing it loose 
from the two mules which were draw- 
it and carrying it along on the engine 
pilot. 

Davison says (Tie wagon must have 
been carried fully a half mile when it 
was hurled east of the north bound 
track. The engineer, endeavoring to 
make up lost time, did not stop, it Js 
said to see the extent of the damage 
done. But the engineer of ..the next 
northbound train which came along, 
perceived the wreckage of the wagon. 
Members of the train crew found the 
body of the driver in a crumpled heap 
under the debris of the wagon He ap- 
peared to be dead and was lifted into 
the express car and placed on the floor. 

Several miles had been traversed be- 
fore Davison regained consciousness. 
He was taken to Corliss. Wis., where 
he was given medical treatment. He 
was in such a daze that it was with 
difficulty he made the physicians and 
nurses understand that he was from 
Waukegan He was placed upon a cot. 
and placed on board the next train 
bound for Rondout. The Larsen and 
Holland ambulance of Waukegan had 
been notified to be on hand nr!d took 
the victim to his home in Waukegan. 

A physician was summoned and he 
found that while Davison was covered 
with bruises that he had not sustained 
and broken bone9 or any apparent in- 
ternal injuries. His escape from in- 
stant death is regarded nothing short 
of marvelous.

.While Hedge Lovers, as a Rule, Prefer the Evergreens as Hedge Material, 
Call a Lilies Are Used to Advantage In Some Places. 



SPEAKINQ OF HEDGES 



By LIMA R. ROSE. 

More nnd more the hedge is coming 
Into Its own. For miles nnd miles 
along the New Jersey coast, reaching 
from Atlantic 'Highlands to Sea Girt, 
is the most continuous stretch of 
country homes In America. Million- 
aires, near-millionaires, people with 
money and people who are merely com- 
fortable have, made this region a show 
place of never-ending Interest. There 
are more millionaires among the home 
owners of this one spot than tho en- 
tire realm of England holds. 

They have discarded the fence al- 
most entirely and mile after mile of 
privet comes Into view as one ntotWs 
along the smooth, beautifully kept 
roads. 

There tire also, In the Pacific region, 
hedges of geraniums five feet high, 
hedges of calla lilies and of roses, but 
the substantial, serviceable evergreen 
hedge Is the last word for elegance und 
utility, and the New Jersey coast of- 
fers the best possible Held for Its 
study. 

Here is how the landscape garden- 
ers of this section handle the plants: 
Ilefore the plants tire brought to the 
ground n quantity of top soil is pro- 
cured for the purpose of ill ling In 
about • tlte roots. They need lots of 
moisture to keep them healthy uud to 
maintain the rich green color. Then 
the transplanting Is done In the spring 
and the plants are bundled with care 
to prevent the roots from being dried 
out by the wind. 

The evergreens thnt run from 12 to 
21 Inches tire set from 8 to 12 inches 
apart. The larger plants can be placed 
with 18-Inch Intervals. 

In* order that the evergreens may be 
bushy, they are pruned when planted, 
and this makes the subsequent shaping^ 
of the hedge easy. The spring time is 
taken for the pruning, because the 
plants tire then resuming their growth 
aud the process finds Its best results. 

Stnrtlng tit the beginning, the first 
thing to do Is to dig a trench wide 
enough not to cramp the roots, so that 
they can spread flut and not touch the 
sides. Then plenty of well-rotted stable 
manure Is worked In the trench with 
the soil. After the planting a coating 
of munure Is placed on the surface of 
the soil, covering ull of tlie earth that 
has been disturbed. "This mulch Is left 
In place for a year, and Is then usual- 
ly worked Into the soil. 

"Where double-row hedges ure re- 
quired the plants are set In rofrs six 
to nine Inches apart and the plants 
from to 1G Inches- apart In tlte rows. 
The whole eastern const Is begin- 
ning to show the effect of hedge cul- 
ture. Newport, the .queen of summer 
resorts, Long Island and all of the oth- 
er show regions tire literally marked 
with the natural substitute for the 
fences. 



Abraham Lincoln was born, called at- 
tention to this feature of genius. When 
he said that genius picked Its society 
as It- willed, without regard to the 
status of the persons, he also called 
attention 1 to one of the distinctive at- 
tributes of flowers.

palaces more costly than anything that 
any king ever dreams of building, a 
number of rich, women came together 
for nn entertainment. They had three 
elegant prizes to be awarded. 
For what, you ask. 
Bridge? 
No. 

These women? of the aristocracy , ui 
uoney chine together, each bearing it 
llttlo basket, to compete for the prizes 
that were given for the best arranged 
basket of flowers that had beou grown 
by the woman who arranged the hand 
basket. 

All of the money commanded by peo- 
ple who consider one with a mere mil- 
lion poor, could not provide these wom- 
en with a pleasure that the poorest 
child of the log cabin cannot enjoy. 
What child Is there in the land who 
cannot pick nnd arrange a bunch of 
posies with ns much freedom us tho 
wealthiest of these grand dames? 

I think it a good Idea. Why not 
have little cou tests at which the taste 
and good judgment of the members of 
eacli little circle of a community will 
be tested by the arrungement of flow- 
ers? J 

One need not award cut glass aud 
silver prizes. There can be just as 
much rivalry nnd competition where 
tho prize Is but a ribbon. And when 
the award is made the committee that 
Judges the prizes ought to be made to 
tell exactly why one bouquet or basket 
Is better arranged than another. Tho 
members should say' In what respect 
one set of flowers Is better grown than 
another. , 

Thus will be established an Inter- 
change of Ideas as to the/ growing of 
plants nnd flowers and the artistic sen- 
sibilities of each contestant will be de- 
veloped while the'stock of general In- 
formation will be Improved.
